Aft 
er this the man delivered to the wom 
an the ring and other gifts, an action 
which was termed subarrhation.§ [1 
the latter ages the espousals have a! 
ways been performed at the same time 
as the office of matrimony in all the 
churches abroad, and ft bas long been 
customary for the rtng to be delivered 
to thé, woman after the contract bas 
been made, which has always been ip 
the actnal office of matrimony. 

The ring ts a special token of spous- 
age. In some of the old manuals for 
the use of foreign cathedrals before 
the minister proceeds to the marriage 
he is directed to ask the woman's 
dowry—viz, the tokens of spousage— 
and by these tokens of spousage are 
to be understood rings or money or 
some other things to be given to the 
woman by the man, which giving ts 
ealled wedding or covenanting. espe 
ctally when it is dome by the giving of 
a ring.

Instead of being just euffictent to ad- 
mit of the free swing of the pendulum 
foot it must be so great ns to project 
the body up at each step a distance 
equal to the height of the stair. 

Running upstairs is thos an excess- 
ive strain upon the constitution, but 
where does this strain fall? The levers 
of motion are moved imrnediately by 
the muscles, but the muscles cannot 
act of themselves. 

Their contractions and relaxations 
take place only ander stimulus. They 
are all connected by lines of force, call- 
ed nerves, with the nervous centers, 
and these are the sources of muscular 
stimulation. 

Not that the nerve force oi' the brain 
is converted into the mechanical move- 
ment of progression, but nerve force is 
constantly drawn upon to maintain 
the action of the muscles, and this 
draft is always greatest where there is 
a sense of exertion. 

When bodily vigor is high the evil 
result of running upstairs may not be 
decidedly felt, but where there is de- 
billty of any of the processes this 
strain cannot fail to tell in some form 
or otber with injurious effect. 


SOME NEW YORK FIRSTS.

The following description of a plan. 
for a barn is given by H. BH. Cook in 
Rural New Yorker: 

The plan shown below calls for 4 
building 54 by 84 feet.

In fact, I would roll all in 
aide doors. Windows are provided in 
abundance. There is an objection to 
the small windows in horse stalls ad 
mftting light directly into the face, but 
it is exceedingly difficult to admit light 
sufficient from another source and have 
stalls face the wall, as they must ordi 
narily to economize space, One can. 
however, if the light is too strong, set 
up a guard or protector under the win- 
dow, which will deflect the light from 
the eyes. 
Success With Onions.

My average yield per acre in 1906 
was about 600 bushels. I still have 
most all my crop.

The law that like pro 
duces like means that the progeny 
shall be like the parents, not an ex- 
act facsimile, for two parents” are 
never found exactly alike, but in all 


essential features there will be a 
close resemblance. This law is the 
eat magna charta of the breeder. 


e results from the operation of this 
law are by no means uniform. They 
will be nearly so, however, in propor- 


tion as the parents have been purely |

The Smoke Signals and Fire Arrows 
of the Red Men. 

Ages before Marconi! invented wire 
less telegraphy the Indians of North 
America had a system of ‘wireless” 
communication of their own by means 
of smoke signals and fire arrows. 

The settlers wife, looking out from 
her lonely cabin on the prairie at the 
| band of roving Indians, learned to note 
and understand the Indian smoke sig- 
nals puffing lightly tnto the clear blue 
of the prairie sky.

shown to be bright. 

While out in the Weat, the gentle 
men intand to look into the question 
of the opening up of Vancouver Is 
land to settlement 

Great Opportunities. 

“Tt is now beginning to be under- 
rtood in England,” said Mr Hender- 
son, “that there are great opportuni 
tes in this country for men with 
means not large means, necessarily, 
but a little means, with which to go 
into mining, or farming or fruit 
growing, or ranching Canada will, in 
the future attract more ‘argely than 
ever before, this class. And this is a 
large class in the Old Country. Per 
haps it is a little timid, for when 
the means are limited there is the 
fear of loas, but through the work of 
your immigration agents, through the 
utterances of Lord Strathcona, and 
especially through the work of the 
British journalists sent out some time 
ago, our people are beginning to un- 
derstand just the kind of people who 


can do well out bere.” 
Lady Godiva Imitated. 
Ia Milo, the famous living statue, 


whose appearance at the London Pavi- 
lion caused a sensation, went to Cov- 
entry with her company, and it oc- 
curred to her, or ber press agent, to 
repeat Lady Godiva’s ride. She was 
photographed on starting out, and af- 
ter her return her picture was sent 
to a London illustrated paper with this 
account 

“As the bell of the clock high up 
in the tall spire of Bt. Michael's 
sounded out sharply upon the frosty 
air two hours past midnight a beao- 
tiful woman might have been observ- 
ed emerging from a building in the 
‘City of the Three Spires,” seated upon 
a spirited and well-proportioned white 
palfrey, 1ich quivered as the cold 
northeast wind cut it like a whip. 
Bu’ who was this fair lady who had 
ventured upon the streets like a sec- 
ond Lady Godiva, under such condi- 
tions? Urging her horse forward, the 
equestrienne rode rapidly along the 
streets of the ancient city. Old build- 
ings, some of which had probably been 
erected not many years after Godiva's 
ride, frowned upon her fair form, but 
the moon looked down benignantly 
and the stars twinkled encouragement 
to the handsome horsewoman. Avoid- 
ing the stone sets of the tramways, 
the mysterious one kept her graceful 
charger upon the macadam portion 
of the narrow and winding roads. 
Except the occasional barking of a 
dog and the noise of the horse’s hoofs, 
not a sound was heard, and the twen- 
fieth century Godiva passed through 
the slumbering and peaceful city un- 
molested and unseen.” 

Cemetery of 4,000 Dogs. 

A beautiful dog cemetery was 
founded on the Tle des Ravageurs, 
near Paris, in 1899. There are already 
4,000 ‘graves’ in the cemetery. Some 
of them, leased for a long term, have 
cost as much as 2,000 francs. The low- 
bah pnce paid for any concession 18 

) francs, and the expenses of the most 
fie reet burial are 25 framcs. Visitors 
to the cemetery pay 50 centimes as an 
entrance fee On one of the tomb- 
stones they may read, “Homage to a 
faithful heart,’’ and on another, ‘“‘Here 
lies Black, killed by a civilized sav- 
age’ The above victim, explains the 
keeper, died at the hands of an in 
dignant concierge. Another marble 
slab mounted on cement rock opsn- 
tains the following: “‘Neither pame 
nor date, what matters it? And 
again, ‘Beneath these stones reside 
the matenal remains of that which 
during its life was my joy and my 
consolation *

“The second case was in the fall of 
1889. Walter Vail started from the 
Empire ranch, pear Benson, Ariz. to 
ride into town on horseback. some fif- 
teen miles. A short distance from the 
ranch a monster was sluggishly drag 
ging its way across the road. Think- 
ing to take itgjn for a friend, he got 
down and killed it, or at least he 
thought he killed it. To carry It easily 
he tied it on his saddle behind him, 
using his saddle string for the purpose. 
As he loped aiong he thought to assure 
himself it hadn't dropped off by reach 
ing around behind him with his right 
band and feeling for the monster. 

“It was there and not nearly as 
dead as he thought. His first finger 
went into the reptile’s mouth clear to 
the knuckle, and instantly those jaws 
with the long, sharp, daggerlike teeth 
closed on Vail’s finger. With his left 
hand he managed to get his knife out 
and cut the saddle strings and then 
had to dissect the head and jaws to 
get his finger from their grip

Some of Mott Shocking Rallway Ole 


asters Occurred in Snowstormes, 


Snow, soft, feathery, and evanescent 
though it is, has been repay for 
some of the most shocking railway 
accidents on record 

The recent terrible disaster in Scot 
land was, of course, directly due to 
it; and in January, 1903, a somewhat 
similar catastrophe, caused by a re 
lief train colliding with a snow-plough, 
killed and injured some fifty persons 
in Washington, U. 8. A 

Near Ashtabula, again, on Dec. 29, 
1876, the driver of the magnificent 

“Flying Pacific Express’’ from New 
York to San Francisco, deceived by a 
raging snowstorm, ran his heavy train 
at full apeed on to a flimsy trestle 
bridge over 80 feet high. It gave way, 
of course, and more than one hundred 
people perished 

Another historie railway wreck due 
to the same was that at Ab 
bot’s Ripton, on the Great Northern 
Line, on Jan 21 of the same year 
This was a terrible collision The 
Scotch exprese ran into a coal train, 
an! then the Leeds express from Lon- 
don dashed full into the com- 
bined wreckage, killing 14 people out- 
right and shockingly mangling many 
more 

Near Leadville, Colorado, 
the narrow-gauge railway there was 
first opened, a train was snowed in 
at 10.000 feet above sea-leved. Tt was 
nearly a week before it could be dug 
out, and then every one of its oceu- 
pants was found dead and frozen stiff

SUICIDE OF ANIMALS. 


Bereaved Retriever Mother Places Her 
Head on a Railway Line. 


Are animals capable of premeditat 
ed and skilfully planned suicide? 

The question is raised by the 
strange death of a dog at Crofton 
Park Station, England 

Begs, a large retriever bitch, was 
owned by Mr. Hayward, a_horticul 
tural builder, whose house adjoins the 
station A short time ago she gave 
birth to a litter of five puppies, and 
four of these were subsequently tak- 
en away. 

“With the lors of her little ones the 
dog seemed to lose all spirit, and 
would scarcely take any food,’ said 
Mr. Hayward's foreman. ‘‘She was 
let loose at midnight on Wednesday, 
and shortly before two we heard that 
she had been decapitated by the 1.22 
down train. 

“Whether the dog’s act was delib 
erate is a moot point But on the 
testimony of a passenger and a rail- 
way employe, Bess deliberately put 
her head on the line and waited for 
the incoming train.” 

A porter named E. Forder told how 
he found the body. 

“Tl did not see the animal on the 
line,”’ he said, ‘‘but when the train 
drew up I was told a dog had been 


run over. I found the head 15 feet 
from the body, cut off as if by an 
axe. The trunk was intact 


“T have had to remove the bodies 
of many dogs killed on the line, and 
in every case they have been terribly 
crush and mutilated in trying to 
run away from the train. 

“To have been decapitated as this 
dog was, the animal must have kept 
perfectly still, with its head resting 
on the metais.”

John 
Hall-Edwards of London Whe De- 
voted His Life to Experimenting 
With the X-Raye—tlp Now Dying. 


Slowly, inexorably, there is being 
enacted in London an. inexpressibly 
sad ending to a drama which, unless 
a miracle intervenes, must result in 
another martyr to science. 

There Dr. John Hall-Kdwards is dy- 
ing. He is president of the British 
Electro-Therapeautic Society, and has 
been one of the great le in the 
investigation of X-ray phenomena. 

He is a man of means, with posi- 
tion, loved ones, everything desirable 
to live for, and yet he must die 
another victim of the great cause of 
science. 

Can you imagine anything more al- 
truistic than the motives that led to 
the fast-ending career of this man? 
No pecuniary consideration has im- 

lled him to the exyfatiments which 

ave already dianbledj him. His whole 
desire has been simply to add another 
truth to the dazzling wn of science 


Devoted His Lif@to It. 
Bince Roentgen gave to the world 
the mysterious electric ray which 


penetrates flesh as easily as daylight 
mabey glass, it has been patent to 
nvestigators that untold possibilities 
for aiding the human race lie back of 
the wonderful glass tube. 

Already this force has been proved 
a great aid in the cure of cancer, goi- 
tre and skin diseases, while as a 
means of diagnosis it has been the 
boon of the age to medical science. 

Among those men who devoted their 
lives te experiment with the X-ray, 
hoping to develop” its possibilities, 
was Dr. Hall-Edwards. He was one of 


the pioneers of the Roentgen ray. The 
first operation ever performed by aid 
of a Roentgen-ray photograph was 


from one taken by him 
Unconscious of Peril. 

Once an expert photographer, he 
threw all his bang into the new sci- 
ence, working day and night. He 
worked all unconscious of peril, and 
neglected his general medical par 
tice, until he was acknowledged to be 
one of the most capable experts in 
England. In 1900 he went as a radio- 
logist to the Boer war, and publish- 
ed the result of his work on the bat- 
tlefield. 

At present a truth is known regard- 
ing X-rays which was not suspected 
when Dr. Hall-Edwards took up his 
work. It is that, while the energy is 
beneficial when appled cing rakine 
to a patient, it is extremely harmfu 
to one who spends too much time in 
its vicinity. :

Not knowing this, Hall-Edwards 
slept near his instruments; he spent 
whole days in a room where the mys- 
terious current was turned on_ full 
force. 

The result was a drying-up of the 
blood in the veins of his hands. When 
the vitality had left his hands, the 
skin became broken out with warts 
very painful little lumps-—-and they 
increased in number and virulence 
constantly. 

Excruciating pain, as if a red-hot 
needle had been run into his hand, at- 
tacked him. He slept with difficulty,

I 
adjure all who have engaged in X-ray 
work to protect themselves before it 
is too late.”’ 

Fortunately, it is possible to pro- 
tect one’s self against X-rays. This is 
the truth which Dr  Hall-Edward’s 
death will give to the world. It has 
been shown that the rays do not pene- 
trate lead 

A Barricade of Lead. 

Thanks to the expenence of those 
who have fallen martyrs to. this 
branch of science, the X-ray invest 
gator now places between himself and 
the tube a wall of lead. Here, behind 
the barricade, he may manipulate the 
levers of the switchboard, while 
watching through @ mirror the opera- 
tions of the rays 

This is the method adupted by Dr 
M. K. Kassabian, of Philadelphia, 
whose hands are covered with warts, 
@s are those of Dr. Hall Edwards Dr 
Kassabian believes that, in time, he 


will recover from the dreadful afflic 
tion, which robs him of sleep and 
causes him constant pain while 
awake 


As @ result of constant exposure to 
X rays in perfecting the fluoroscope,

in South Africa. He is an officer of 
brilliant ability, and I wish him all 
success as head of a great civil de- 
partment’ When he gave up his im- 
portant post in 1904, a gratifying proot 
of his popularity with those who work- 
ed under him reached him in the 
shape of a silver casket presented by 
2,700 employes of the line. 

He has been employed on the staff 
of the recent Fourth Army Corps dur 
ing the past few years. , 

Sir Percy Girouard married in 1903 
the eldest daughter of Bir Richard 
Solomon, legal adviser to the Trans 
vaal Administration at Pretoria, who 
lately surrendered to the Boer party, 
and is bidding for the Premiership 
of the Transvaal.

Age of Farm Horses. 


Observation in a mumber of locali- 
ties widely scattered shows that the 
horses now at work on farms average 
pretty well along in years. This ctate- 
ment is based on observation and the 
inquiries which are recerved in regard 
to horses. And, further, it is a fair 
conclusion from the state of the 
horse market in the past five years. 
Owners have been under constanf 
temptation to sell theér young horses 
because prices have been good and: 
the old ones would often serve a little: 
longer. There is no surplus of good] 
farm work horses—not fancy, but use- 
ful right now, nor ts there likely to 
b2 an oversupply until the temptation, 
to sell off the young stock is relaxed.: 
Money looks good to all of us, and: 
while young horses sell as they do 
now there will be a tendency to let 
them go unless absobute necessity re- 
quires that they be kept.—National 
Btockman and Farmer.
